prisoners and tho uufrioudly conduct of 
tho Peruvian govornmont. Unless the mat- 
tor is brought to a spoody termination it 
is impossible tUat friendly relations ciin 
continue." To this tho Peruvian minister 
replied, recapitulating tlio fa.^ta in th(^ 
easo, and dtffoiuling tho coiuliict ef i'oru, 
l)ut not really altering the situation.

having been published, no now liceuscH 
ciin Ijg graut-ed. Tho Act does away witli 
the necessity of persona holding retail 
licenses making application for the re- 
newal of tho sums. The former system 
required the licensee to run the gauntlet 
of the Court onoo a year. Now all that 
ho haa to do is pay the licenfle-money 
when dne. The Court will bo composed 
of the Mayor aqd Police Magistrate, and 
any one or more Jnstict'H of the Poace re- 
siding in the Municipality, provided that 
Haid Court ahull not at any time couhist 
of less than three.

An adjourned Vostry meeting of the 
congregation of St. Paul's Church held at 
the tichooh-oom lost evening was numer- 
ously attended. 

Rev. G. Masoa occupied the chair, and 
Mr. 0. N. Young acted as secretary. 

Uev. O. Mason, Hector, after explain- 
ing the status of tho nieotiug, said that 
ha had been offoretl the Archdeaconry of 
Voucouvor Island by the Bishop of this 
Diocese, provided ho loft Nanaimo and 
resided at Victoria. He did not decline 
the Archdeaconry, bat asked that it be 
oonnoctod with mnnimo. That 'he then 
asketl the Bishop who would succeed him, 
as ho took u great interest in Nanaimo. 
The Bishop ro])lied "that ho ^v<)^ll(i try 
and got tho Rov. Mr, Rosenberg, of Port- 
land." Ho (Kev. Ma.sQu) knowing that 
Rev. Roseanborg was a good, honest ond 
upright clergymen, decided to accept the 
Archdeaconry and i-einovo to Yiotoria. In 
a short time t he idea of this rev. gentlc- 
inau coming from Portland was given up.

EDrroi: Colonist:-— Learning that some 
nervous person is carrying round a jieti- 
tioii to tho Council asking them to refuse 
assent to an application which has 
bosn made to erect a small magazine for 
Snider cavtridges near oor drill-shod, I 
wish to let tho public know something 
aljout the matter liid'ore tlioy sigu. The 
magazine is not for gunpow<ior, but only 
for cartridio's; these are made of inotal, 
iron and br.iss. Jf ono was thrown into 
tho Ore it would bo a considorablo time 
befor« it would go off; these cartridges 
again aro paidced in heavy teak 1)0X68 lin- 
ed with tin, and when stored inabrickor 
stone building, with iron roof, would be 
absolutely .safe. 

Somo time ago this application was 
ma le to tne Town (Jouneil, who, not un- 
derstanding the request, but thinking it 
was for gunpowder, refused it. When at 
Ottawa I mentioned that the Town Coun- 
cil would not allow a magazine to be built 
at our drill-shed . The Btatoment was re- 
ceived with laughter, and I Wus itifoiTnod 
that in all the towns in Canada where 
then; is a militia force the cartridge mag- 
a/ino is built close to tho drill shed, and 
that in somo of the large town.s, esjiecial- 
ly Montreal, (Quebec and Toroto, this is 
In the centre of the toion. I went to see 
the magazine at Ottawa, and found that 
it was surrounded with houBos, and that 
no oiu! over troubled his lioud about it. 
There is really more dauger from the 
small (piantity of gunpowder kept in 
some stores in Victoria thon there can 
ovtM- be from a properly constructed car- 
tridge niagozino. 

I would also ])oint out that in trying to 
avoid an imaginary tlangor tho public may 
lie incurring a real one. Our cartridges 
are at present stored iu a niagazine somo 
dislauei- frmii the town, inatead of being 
close to our armory aud at a place whicli 
is under our control and could be onsilv 
defended. In case of war, which iqipcars 
not at all iniiiossiblo, or any kiud of dis- 
turbance, our cartridges, stowed where' 
tbi'V are< now. will lie liiiblc" to by seized 
by a few arineil men and our militia left 
useless, with tho possible result of the 
town being burned down.

My Lom),— Daring an interview with 
Mr. Fish on the 2;!il inst., he r,'ad mo a 
oouph) of letters whieU hnd been received 
from tho United Slates Cidleetor of Cus- 
toms at Sitka, in Alaska, in which the 
Collector states that a party of British 
subjects had euttlod near the bank of tho 
River Stiokeon, ot a point which they de- 
clared was within tho territory of British 
Coiniiibia, bnt which .American oflicc'rs on 
tho Hpot believ.-d and u-sei ted to be with- 
in the I'^rritory of the rnile.l Stilo.s. Tho 
point was stated to be below the Jiritish 
Custom House, on tho Stiekcoii, which 
Uustom H.)usc was .ilso supjiosed to be 
within tho United States territory, that is, 
within tho ton marine leagues from the 
coast, at which the boundary should lio 
iu accordance with the jirovisinus of the 
4th .Article of tlie Convention of lihth 
Foliruary, \^'2.'>, betwee'ii (iie;it UriLiiii 
and lUissia. 

The Collector's letter furlherstatud that 
the British iJeputy Collector on tbo Stic- 
keon had given his opinion that the now 
settlement was within United .States tii - 
ritory, and it added that tho .settlors w< l e 
laying out the plan of a town, ami that it 
was said that they had a;iplied to the CfOv- 
ornmont of British Columbia for titles to 
tho land. 

Mr. Fish asked w hat I thought conld 
be dono to settle tho ([uostion of jurisdic- 
tion: I replied that tho ocourronco wont 
to prove the wisdom of tho recomniouda- 
tion of Her Majesty's (iovornnient that 
no time shouM be lost in laying chiwii the 
bouiulaiy bet ween lli<' two terril ori es. .\s 
it was, 1 could s.vi no way of docidilig tho 
ijuestic/ii, excei)t by sumiing ofllcers on 
1 lehalf of each count ry to tako observa- 
tions, and dotormiuo on whose territory 
tho new settler* had established them- 
Bolves.

Mr, I'isli replied that even for this par-

Her Majesty's (.iov- 
ornment will, no doubt, tako such steps 
as it may doom o.xpodient. During tho 
winter nothing can be done by the net 
tiers, but as it is Kuiiposo'd lliat they have 
been atlr-icted to that count ry by I he sii)i- 
posed exislenee of large iiuiuilities of sil- 
ver and gold, it is not- likely thai Ibey 
will refrain from visiting tho ground as 
soon as tho season wtil allow them to 
work.
